This was due to the fact that the com- 


j mittee on resolutions could come to no 


I decision lost night, and its itioiafoers met 


again this morning. 


The Bradley men have only on insig- 


nificant majority in the convention, and 
thc-McKinley men were strong enough 
today to gain what is practically a victory. 


The convention fcirly wore itself out 


last niglit wrangling and at last ad- 
journed from fatigue. 
All the leaders 


were given a chance to speak. 
Two 


speakers were yelled down finally. 


It was past 10 o'clock this morning 


when tbe convention was again called to 
order. 


The committee on resolutions was soon 


ready to report and in these the interest 
of the convention was centered. 


The resolutions declared against free 


silver, which plank was greeted with wild 
enthusiasm. 


Then came the names of presidential 


candidates, and the convention became a 
scene of pandemonium. But Bradley and 
McKinley men cheered for both candi- 
dates. Reference in the presidency reso- 
lutions declared for adherence to Bradley 
as expressing the pride for his executive 
ability, soundness of his views on the 
tariff and confidence that his nomination 
would secure the electoral vote of Ken- 
tucky to the Republican party as well as 
other Southern states, and instructing the 
state delegates to vote for Bradley as the 
presidential nominee. But it added how- 
ever, 
"In the event bis name is with- 


drawn and ceases to be voted for at St. 
Louis, the delegates shall cast their votes 
for Wm. McKinley, the great friend of 
protection so long as his name is before 
the convention." 


The platform was adopted without op. 


position. It is an empty victory for the 
Bradleyittes whose plans were to give 
the delegates straight instructions for 
Governor Bradley. 
The McKinleyites 


are jubilant over their success in forcing 
recognition from the faction controlling 
the convention from the outset.

Harvey. The bill provides that the prices 
of gas shall not exceed thirty-five cents

ABOUT DRUGGIST' LIQUOR LICENSES. 


In view of the facts that some of our 


North Adams druggists are not at present 
possessed of enviable records as to observ- 
ing the conditions of their liquor licenses, 
•md that one of the members of the state 
baard of pharmacy is a North Adams citi- 
zen, the debate yesterday in the state leg- 
.slatnrc touching the bill to take from the 
state pharmacy board the power of issuing 
druggist's liquor licenses, will be of decid- 
ed local interest. This debate, was sharp 
and earnest, at times even acrimonious. 
But the bill is likely to become a law if the 
vote yesterday is any indication. 


Mr. Dow of Lawrence was opposed to 


the bill to take from the pharmacy board 
the issue of druggist'liquor licenses. He 
told of the growth of the liquor business 
under the guise of a druggists' business 
and defended the action of the board. He 
was surprised to see the temperance mem- 
bers sit so quietly. The hand of the rum- 
seller was visible all over the bill. 


Mr. Tolman of PittsBeld was for the 


bill because he believed that the local 
stnthorites were competent to decide who 
should have the liquor licenses. A drug 
store is the proper place to buy liquor 
for medicinal purposes. It is a question 
of local government against central gov- 
ernment. 


Mr. Manchester of Winchester, in the

WAS A WIUIAMSTOWN ICE PEDDLER. 


His Small Salary not Forthcoming. Farm

A Remarkable Story. 


The SprinpfieldUnion tells along and 


touching story of the trials of Rev. 
Charles Mattison, who was for about two 
years pastor of the Methodist church at 
New Ashford, and who moved to Dalton 
last month. 
As Mr, Mattison came to 


these parts from Petersburg, N. Y., and 
wan employed as an ice peddler by F. H. 
Daniels of Williamstown before goine to 
New Ashford an a pastor, some parts of 
the story will be of local interest. Mr. 
Mattison'a wife died last Sunday, leaving 
fonr young children, The family was in 
very 
straitened 
circumstances, 
and, 


according to the story told by the Union, 
has had rather rough sailing since the 
time when Mr. Mattison left the ice 
wagon for the pulpit. The Union saya: 


"About two years ago Rev. Charles 


Mattison took up his residence and 
chosen work in the village of New Ash- 
ford—a community of less than 160 sonlH, 
representing twenty-seven families. 


"When he went to New Asbford the 


townspeople agreed to raise by donations 
$200, to be paid the pastor as a yearly 
salary. 
In addition he was to be fur- 


nished work in the fields as a farmer. 
The prospect seemed bright to him and 
the young parson accepted it gladly. 


"For a time things went along in a 


satisfactory manner, the donations trere 
offered with reasonable promptness, and 
the little congregation, numbering thirty 
parishioners, seemed to be prospering 
along toward enlarged usefulness in the 
village. About a year ago things took a 
contrary turn, and the signs of the bright 
future for the little oBuroh were swept 
away almost in the twinkling of an eye. 


"The people were satisfied with their 


pastor, and there was no discord. Occa- 
sionally when the pastor was observed 
calling upon a parishioner and neglecting 
a neighbor, no matter what the reason, it 
gave rise to small talk, that, reaching the 
minister's ears, tried him sorely. 


"Matters receded from bad to worse, 


and during the entire past year, ending 
•with the latter part of March, the par- 
ishioners were neglectful of the needs of 
the pastor. They refused to make their 
regular contributions, and though he 
tolled daily when work was to be had for 
the asking or pleading, there were many 
meals when all that the family of six. had 
to eat was bread and sugar, and not an 
over supply of that. 


"It eeems incredible that, in the farm- 


ing community, where at least the pro- 
ducts of the land are plenty, one should 
be compelled to suffer the pangs of 
hunger; yet, as the.young pastor says, 
many and many a time have he and his 
wife and little ones retired for the night 
without proper nourishment. 


"Still more incredible is the statement 


that this man, under the stress of cruel 
circumstances, and forsaking absolutly 
his work as minister, and toiling day after 
day in the field, was unable to collect pay 
for his eervioes thus rendered. He made 
appeals to the "home workers" in Pitts- 
field, and upon several occasions they re- 
lieved the family want*. This help, how- 
ever, was insufficient. 


"Even while preaching, Mr. Mattiaon 


worked on the farms of his parishioners 
and performed good service, too, working 
with the farm hands from dawn until 
dusk day after day, and sitting up all Sat- 
urday night, practically, to prepare bis 
Sunday sermon. 


"Of the $200 promised Mr. Mattiaon for 


his services last year, he received but 
$101.50. With the alight amount that he

Prizes at Athens. 


GREEKS CAME KEXT WITH 
TEN 


Germans Won Seven, French Five, Kngltah 


Three. Australians Two. Hungarians

Athens, April 16.—Banquets in honor 


of thr visitors brought here by the 
Olympic games last week are still being 
given, and the city remains en fete. 
The total number of athletes who re- 
ceived prizes was forty-four, of whom 
eleven were Americans, ten Greeks, 
seven 
Germans, five French, three 


Enplish, two Hungarians, two Aus- 
tralians, two Austrians, one Dane 
and one Swiss. The prizes w«re 
wreaths made from the leaves and 
twig^ of wild olive trees growing in 
Olympia, thus following the precedent 
set in the ancient games. It was at 
one time proposed to substitute silver 
wreaths, but this plan was abandoned, 
it being thought far more appropriate 
to give tl ie olive wreaths that centuries 
ago conferred such honor and distinc- 
tion upon the vietors in the Olympia 
frames. 
In addition to the wreaths 


each win ner was given a medal and a 
handsomely illuminated diploma. 
Af- 


ter the ceremonies attendant upon the 
prize awards were completed the inter- 
national committee having the ar- 
rangement of the games in charge met 
at the residence of the crown prince 
and arranged for the holding of the 
next g-amesin Athens in 1898.

STORIES DIFFER AS 10 TEE VICTORS 


Great Destruction Committed in Floor del 


Rio - Province—TorcH Applied to 


Grinding Mills and Residence! 


by the Insurgent*. 


Havana, April 16.—Col. Pintos re- 


ports that his command had a fight 
with a party of insurgents under Mas- 
no, near Pozo Bedondo, in the Havana 
province. The engagement terminated 
in a hand-to-hand encounter In which 
the rebels fought desperately with ma- 
chetes. The result, according to CoL 
Pinto's reports, was that the rebels lost 
ten killed, while the government -force 
had only one man wounded. News re- 
ceived from a private source says tho 
Spaniards lost cover a dozen and the 
rebel loss was unknown. A party of 
guerrillas while foraging near Matan- 
zas encountered a superior force of the 
enemy and a battle followed in which 
six of the guerrillas were killed and 
one was wounded. The column com- 
manded by Lieut.-Col. Navarro came 
to the assistance of the guerrillas and 
the combined government forces routed 
the rebels. Another band of guerrillas 
while on a foraging expedition in the 
vicinity of San Antonio de las Vegas, 
in the province of Havana, was sur- 
prised by a party of rebels under the 
leader Castillos. They were attacked 
and only three of their number escaped, 
ten being killed and one wounded. It 
is said that Lieut.-Col. Debos and Cap- 
tain Forsbe have been promoted for 
their valor in the recent battle near 
Lechuza. It is reported that some of 
Maceo's forces made an attack upon 
the trocha, near the south end of the 
line yesterday, but were compelled to 
retire by the gunboat Almendares and 
the launch Dardo, aided by » land 
force. 


SUGAR ESTATES BURNED. 


Great Destruction doing on in the Prov- 


ince of Finar del Rio. 


Washington, April 16.—An American 


who recently visited the province of 
Pinar del Rio and had an opportunity 
to realize for himself the destruction 
of property now going on in Cuba, re- 
ports as follows: The districts of Bahia 
Honda, Cabanas and Guanajay, in the 
province of Pinar del Rio, counted 
three weeks ago thirty-two sugar es- 
tates. Of thes seventeen were grinding 
and the other fifteen were only culti- 
vating sugarcane. The majority of 
them were already working when th^ 
insurgents entered the province for the 
second time, but were compelled to 
stop. Of the above named thirty-two 
plantations, twenty-six have been com 
pletely destroyed by fire, that is to say, 
the sugar machinery houses, dwellings 
ancl other departments, composing the 
batey of a sugar plantation. The cane 
fields have not so far been burned to 
a great extent, but they have suffered 
very much, as the canes have been cut 
to feed the horses of both the Spanish 
and Cuban troops. Five of the estates 
whose machine houses have been de- 
stroyed, the machines are in such bad 
condition that, owing to the great cost 
it would be for their owners to repair 
them, it is very doubtful that they will 
be in a financial position to go over 
such big expenses. The destruction of 
these estates has been not only the 
ruin of their owners, but also of all tho 
farmers who planted cane and, there- 
fore, of the whole district and of Ca- 
banas, which town has been also 
burned by the rebels. 


Great Flood at Klchford, V*. 


Richford, Vt., Aprl 10.—The water is 


very high in the Mississquoi river, and 
great damage has been done in places. 
No mail was received over the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway from Boston yes- 
terday on account of the track near 
Mansouville, Quebec, being submerged. 
The mills and factories at Enosburg 
Falls are endangered, The electric 
light plant there is darnagod and the 
village is in darkness at night. Grave 
fears are entertained for the safety of 
the mills and factorie there, 


Fears for the Safety of a Ship. 


New Haven, April 16.—The brig Aca- 


cia, which left Porto Rico, Feb. 24, for 
this port, has not been heard from 
since March 28, and feara arc enter- 
tained regarding her safety. March 1 
the brig was sixty miles off Block Isl- 
and, when the heavy gales of that 
period were encountered and she was 
blown off the coast. Several days later 
she was reported at Bermuda and on 
March 28 she started for New Haven, 
since which time nothing has been 
heard of the ship.

Washington, April 10.—Those mem- 


bers of congress who desired and ex- 
pected an adjournment of congress as 
early as May 3 are disappointed be- 
cause it is now evident that congress 
cannot finish its labors before June 1. 
The principal obstacle to early adjourn- 
ment is found in the senate, where the 
Dupont ease from the state of Dela- 
ware is likely to occupy considerable 
time, as there are half a dozen 
speeches yet to be made. When Mr. 
Gray, who is speaking on the subject 
to-day, shall have finished his remarks, 
the Dupont case will be shelved until 
the Indian appropriation bill, the 
naval appropriation bill and Senator 
Peffer's resolution for the investigation 
of recent bond sales shall be disposed 
of, when it will again be taken up and 
pressed to a conclusion. Practically 
without opposition and without taking 
a yea and nay vote, the senate, in ex- 
ecutive session just before adjournment 
yesterday afternoon, ratified the treaty 
with Great Britain providing for the 
appointment of-a commission for the 
assessment of the damages growing out 
of the seizure of vessels engaged in 
sealing in Behring sea. There were 
one or two verbal but unimportant 
amendments. 


House of Representative!. 


The old fight against the re-election 


of Gen. W. B. Franklin as a member of 
the board of managers of the National 
Soldiers' home, and against the reten- 
tion of Col. A. J. Smith as governor of 
the home at Leaven worth, Kan., which 
was renewed in the house yesterday, 
is on again to-day and will occupy the 
house until late this afternoon. The 
bitterest attack upon Gen. Franklin 
was made by Mr. Blue, rep., Kan., who 
desired that Gen. O. O. Howard should 
succeed Gen. Franklin. 
Mr. Blue bit- 


terly arraigned Gen. Franklin's admin- 
istration as president of the board of 
managers, declaring that he was virtu- 
ally the board, dominating its policy 
and action. He charged, he said from 
the record, that Gen. Franklin was 
either grossly negligent, grossly im- 
competent, or was not honest. He 
held that he was responsible for the 
retention in office up to the present 
time of Col. Smith, whom he accused of 
drunkenness, frequent and continued, 
and of brutality to the inmates of the 
home under his charge. Gen. Frank- 
lin and Col. Smith were defended by 
several members. The house this af- 
ternoon will vote on the motion of Mr. 
Mahon, rep., Pa., providing for a joint 
congressional investigation of 
the 


charges of drunkenness against Col. 
fcimith, that officer to be removed 
should a majority of the committee 
find the charges to be well founded.
